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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The prior art documents submitted by applicant in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed on October 16, 2003 have all been considered and made of record (note 
the attached copy of form PTO-1449). 

Drawings 

Eleven (1 1) sheets of formal drawings were filed October 16, 2003 and have 
been accepted by the Examiner. 

Specification 

Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: "transmitter" in line 
2 of claim 1 should be -transmitters-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ellis 
(US 5,953,138). 

Regarding claims 1-3; Ellis, discloses an optical communication system 
comprising: 
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- a plurality of optical transmitters (700) outputting different wavelength 
lights (1 554.2 nm, 1 556 nm, 1 557 nm, 1 558.4 nm) respectively; 

- a multiplexer (740) multiplexing the lights from the transmitters; and 

- an optical gate converting a multiplexed light from the multiplexer into a 
time division multiplexed signal light which has a different wavelength 
(1 545 nm) from the wavelengths of the output lights from the 
transmitters; 

- wherein the optical gate may comprise a nonlinear loop mirror (NOLM); 
and 

- wherein the optical gate comprises a nonlinear device (see the 
abstract; Figures 7-9; column 3, lines 39-48; and column 7, line 29, 
through column 9, line 12) .
